Thirteen Persons Silled aud Many In- 


jured by a Cyclone in Alabama—Ter- 


riblt Accident at Keithaburg, 111, 


LOST IS TOE LAKE.

clad transfer steamois of tlie Canadian Pa- 
cific, left Owen Sound, Out, last Thursday. 
Yesterday afternoon, while rounding Isle 
lUiyal, the steamer Athabasca sighted the 
fragments of a wreck on the treacherous 
reef. A rescuing boat was manned, and 
after 
considerable 
difficulty 
made the 


shore, rescuing the crew—thirteen mea— 
u;id two passengers of the ill-fated Aigona. 
They reported that thirty-seven passengers 
bad perished in the wreck. The survivors 
could not have endured the hardships ot 
exposure and hunger much louger. 
When 


they were landed at Port Huron by the 
Athabasca late last evening many of them 
were dangerously prostrated. 


Port Arthur is on the extreme northern 


coast of Lake Superior nnd distant from 
here nearly five hundred miles. The scene 
of the wreck is southwest from Port Arthur 
thirty miles or more. All the facts known 
here are gathered from 
personal dis- 


patches announcing the loss of 
rela- 


tives or friends, 
and from two telu- 


grums to the Canadian Pacific officials, 
briefly outlining the 
manner 
of 
the 


catastrophe. It appears that a heavy storm 
prevailed on the lake Sunday night." one of 
its features being a dense fog. Shortly after 
the Aigona rounded into the straits wlucii 
Isle Royal skirts she crashed into a con- 
cealed reef, and. s few moments later the 
boat was shivered asunder. It collapsed so 
quickly thatmanj of the victims perished in 
their cabins, where they had taken refuge 
from the inclement weather. Others, who 
reached the deck, were given no assistance, 
and duns 10 the rigging iu despair until in- 
gulfed or swept away. The crew, frenzied 
by the disaster, thought only of saving 
themselves. 
With a quick rush for the 


nearest boat, they flocked iu anrl swung 
it from the davits before the passengers 
could 
follow. 
Two, however, 
con- 


trived to crowd in, leaving the aban- 
doned ones, ainonij them several wom- 
en and children, helpless and hotieless 
on the deck of the doomed steamer. The 
boat was capsized several times by the 
waves, but was righted again. 
Tiio sur- 


vivors succeeded in reaching land, almost 
dead from exposure and exhaustion. Tin; 
storm continued to rage fnriously all night 
long. The Athabasca came along about 
coon yesterday, and as the channel is nar- 
row could not avoid seeing the wreck ami 
the distress of those on the island.

AN 
INSANE COLONY. 


A Belgian District Which la a Tost Oat 


Door Asylum. 


The celebrated Belgian colony of 


the insane at Ghesl has nothing in its 
external appearance suggestive of the 
ordinary lunatic asylum; its inhabitants 
give no superficial indications that a 
large proportion of them are madmen. 
If one would conceive what Gheei is, 
he must imagine a town of five or six 
thousand souls, in no way different 
from other towns of like importance, 
surrounded by a number of hamlets 
containing altogether, perhaps, about 
as many 
more inhabitants. These 


people have been, from a very remote 
period, ia the habit of taking insane 
persons to board in their houses, 
'fhe 


lunatics live in constant contact with 
the family of their host. They share 
in their labors and their pleasures if 
so inclined and their means permit it. 
They come and eo, in the enjoyment 
of an almost absolute liberty. It has, 
however, been found necessary for the 
good of the patients and of the settled 
population to organize administrative 
and medical 
services, in order to 


prevent dangerous and improper 
per- 


sons from being seat to the colony, 
and for the care of the mental and phys- 
ical affections of the patients, and for 
securing to them proper accomoda- 
tion and treatment; and an infirmary 
has been established for those who need 
medical care. But the administration 
makes very little show. The whole of 
the Glieel district is an asylum; and 
the streets and the surrounding coun- 
try are the promenade of the lunatics. 
—Popular Science Monthly.
